WAM11ISGTON (AP) - A new 
labor agreement for the nation’s 
postal workers is expected to 
contribute to an increase in the 
cost of mailing a letter before 
the end of the year. 
The new contract, tentatively 
agreed to early today, averted 
the possibility of a strike by he 
nation’s 600,000 postal workers. 
Details of the settlement were 
not announced but the postal 
unions won one major vidtory, 
retention of a no-layoff clause. 
“The wages which we pay 
postal workers is one element of 
our costs. They’re going to go 
up,” 
Postm aster 
General 
Benjamin F. Bailar said at a 


news conference at which the 
settlement 
was 
announced 
Labor-related costs are 85 per 
cent of the Postal Service’s 
costs. 


Bailar also said that the 
Postal Service expects to lose 
$800 million dollars in the fiscal 
year that began July 1. He aid 
the 
Postal 
Service 
needs 
higheres rates to start breaking 
even. 


"I’m certain there will be 
postal rate increases before the 
end of the year,” Bailar said. 
The largest possible increase 
would be to 13 cents per first- 
class letter. 


The Postal Service in 1973 
asked the independent Postal 
Rate 
Commission 
to 
make 
present postal rates permanent. 
The commission is expected to 
approve a schedule of per­ 
manent postal rates within a few 
months, and the Postal Ser- 
vicethen can raise the rates by 
instituting new temporary rates. 
The average postal clerk, 
postman or pick-up truck driver 
now makes about $13,500-a-year 
at top scale, plus fringe benefits. 
Chief federal mediator W. J. 
Usery Jr. called the labor set­ 
tlement “a victory’ for collective 
bargaining, a victory for the 
postal unions and a victory for 


the Postal Service.” 


Usery caid ratification by all 
of the four postal unions would 
take “upwards of 30 days.” 


“We still have a lot of work to 
do. We have a lot of language to 
clean up. But an agreement has 
been reached and we have had a 
handshake on it," Usery said.

A similar phrase might be used to describe the 
school busing system designed to achieve “racial 
balance.” Throughout the length and breadth of the land, 
thousands of buses efficiently transport millions of public 
students to and from their neighborhoods to and from 
schools in other neighborhoods. The whole system works 
very efficiently; the vehicles are kept in reasonably good 
repair, they almost always depart and arrive on time, 
the bus drivers are generally very loyal and competent, 
and the safety record of school busing is the highest of all 
systems of transportation.

Today Professor Coleman declares that the whole 
thing is all wrong. “Throughout the country, outside of 
the South,” he told newsmen recently, “there is less 
integration now than there was in 1968.” 
A great many Americans, black and white, are in 
accord with Dean Manion, who commented: “We may 
only hope now that the Federal judges have heard what 
the professor said and will modify their busing decrees 
according.” Amen!

THE INNOCENT 
PASSAGE OF 
THEMAYAGUEZ 
Critical comments one still 
reads about President Ford’s 
actions in the Mayaguez in­ 
cident betray a fundamental 
m isunderstanding 
of 
in­ 
ternational law on the part of 
many Americans. 
Some writers, for example, 
have charged that the Mayaguez 
“violated” the 12-mile limit 
claimed by Cambodia by sailing 
within eight miles of the island 
of Koh Tang, where the seizure 
occurred. The United States, it 
is noted, routinely intercepts 
foreign vessels ignoring its 12- 
mile fishing limit, including 
those of the Soviet Union. 
Indeed, at the very time the 
Mayaguez dram a was un­ 
folding, this country seized a 
Polish trawler off the coast of 
California and brought it into 
port and only released it when 
its operators agreed to pay a 
fine of $350,000. 
It is further pointed out that 
even though the United States 
does not recognize the 200-mile 
limit claimed by several South 
American countries, over the 
past decade we have quietly 
paid millions of dollars in fines 
for the release of impounded 
American tuna boats. 
What right did we have then to 
get 
on 
our 
muscle simply 
because little Cambodia stopped 
an American cargo ship inside 
its territorial waters? 
The answer is, by virtue of a 
right that has been a basic part 
of international law for cen­ 
turies—the right of innocent 
passage. 
In the absence of a state of 
war—and even in wartime there 
are certain rules—no nation 
may molest or prevent the free 
and peaceful passage of the 
vessels of another nation, either 
on the high seas or within its 
claimed coastal jurisdiction. 
Such molestation or hindrance 
has, in fact, historically been 
considered 
a 
causus 
belli. 
Egypt’s closure of the Straits of 
Tiran to Israeli shipping in 1967, 
in violation of the right of in­ 
nocent passage, was one of the 
immediate causes of the Six- 
Day War. 
If the Cambodians suspected 
that 
the 
mission 
of 
the 
Mayaguez was other than in­ 
nocent, as was the case with the 
Pueblo, the burden of proof was 
on them. 
A simple inspection of the ship 
and check of its manifest might 
have been one thing. But the 
removal of the crew and the 
attem pted 
towing 
of 
the 
Mayaguez into a Cambodian 
port was a clear violation of 
recognized international law. 
Infringements by one nation 
on the claimed fishing or off 
shore mineral exploration rights 
of another nation are an entirely 
different matter and are treated 
separately under international 


law. 
The Mayaguez obviously was 
not engaged in fishing or coastal 
drilling or any 
other en­ 
croachm ent on Cambodian 
sovereignty. 
Neither was it 
engaged in espionage. It was 
passing 
through 
Cambodian 
waters on a peaceful trading 
voyage. 
Even granting all this, it has 
been argued that in view of the 
belligerency and suspiciousness 
of the new regime in Cambodia, 
the Unitqji States should have 
advised all American shipping 
to steer well clear of that 
country’s coast. 
But then we might have done 
the same thing with the Barbary 
Coast pirates back in the early 
19th century, or we could have 
paid them tribute as the great 
powers of Europe were doing 
and have avoided a lot of 
trouble. 
Instead, 
President 
Jefferson sent a punitive ex­ 
pedition 
against 
Tripoli 
in 
defense not only of American 
rights but those of all other 
nations. 
Without such a doctrine as the 
right 
of 
innocent 
passage, 
oceanic commerce and travel 
between nations would be im­ 
possible. The world would be in 
a constant state of undeclared 
war of all against all. 
The Cambodians have stopped 
the ships of other countries 


besides the United States. The 
sooner they realize where their 
national sovereignty ends and 
their international obligations 
begin, the sooner they will be 
accepted as members of the 
world community.

PRIVACY, THE LAW 
AND THE COMPUTER 
Aside from all its other im­ 
plications, 
the Rockefeller 
Commission’s report on illegal 
activities 
by 
the 
Central 
Intelligence Agency has given 
new urgency to the “privacy 
issue.” 
This is something that con­ 
cerns every citizen, for few of us 
do not have our names, ranks 
(income, education, etc.) and 
serial numbers (Social Security, 
driver’s license, etc. ) stored in a 
myriad government and private 
files. 
So 
far, 
the only m ajor 
legislation is this area, the 
Privacy Act of 1974, deals solely 
with 
government-compiled 
information. However, a broad- 
coverage 
bill has been 
in­ 
troduced 
in the House of 
Representatives that would do 
for the private sector what the 
Privacy Act did for the public 
sector. 
Commenting on the proposed 
legislation, 
Dale 
H. 
Learn, 
president 
of 
Inform ation 


Science, Inc., which claims to be 
the nation’s leading designer of 
“human resources systems,” 
notes that legislation is clearly 
required to insure that the 
privacy of the individual is not 
transgressed and to prevent the 
unauthorized and unwarranted 
use or dissemination of employe 
data. He suggests two ways this 
could be done: 
1. By setting up tight security 
systems for keeping fules under 
lock and key, whether they are 
computerized or manual. 
2. By permitting employes to 
see the information in their files 
so 
that 
they 
may 
review, 
question and correct it if need 
be. 
But as for the widespread 
impression-or fear-that a lot of 
the personal information con­ 
tained in corporate and business 
fiels 
is 
unnecessary 
and 
irrelevant. 
If not downright 
false, Leam ’s experience has 
been that this is not so. 
In the 10 years his company 
has been designing employe 
information systems for many 
of the nation’s 
largest 
cor­ 
porations., it has never, he says, 
been asked to include such data 
as political activities, standing 
with 
the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service, credit ratings or the 
like. On the contrary, the in­ 
formation kept on em p lo y es is 
relevant to the jobs they hold 
and is “employe originated” for 
the most part. 
The computer, Learn con­ 
tends, may actually be the key 
to the “repersonalization” of 
society. “The computer will 
enable the movement away 
from 
treating 
citizens 
and 
employes in impersonal mass 
groups and back toward the 
individual assessment on the 
basis 
of 
qualifications, 
capabilities and preferences.” 
There is a need to prevent 
erroneous 
information 
from 
being 
immortalized 
in 
the 
computer, he admits, but the 
collection and use of employe 
information 
have 
little 
if 
anything to do with the right to 
privacy as long as appropriate 
security 
measures 
are 
ob­ 
served. 


DRIVER EDUCATION 
PASSES TEST 
The widespread acceptance of 
driver education courses in the 
nation’s high schools was given 
a boost by the Highway Safety 
Act of 1966, which stipulated that 
every state should have a high­ 
way safety program, including 
driver education, designed to 
reduce accidents. 
In a recent survey it was found 
that about 83 per cent of high 
schools has driver ed programs, 
with 98 per cent of them offering 
one that meets or exceeds their 
state’s standards. Usually, this 
is the “30 and 6” course—at 
least 30 hours of classroom 
recognize the value of driver 
education by allowing premium 
reductions for drivers who have 
passed on approved course. 
Actuarial tables show that such 
drivers have fewer accidents. 
But if eight out of 10 schools 
have approved driver education 
courses, this means that two out 
of 10 don’t have a standard 
program, or possibly none at all.

The big weapon against the 
press today is the subpoena. It is 
used to wipe out the reporter’s 
First 
Amendment 
right 
to 
conceal 
the 
identity of his 
sources. 
This is essentially an attack on 
investigative reporting, which 
cannot exist without confidential 
sources. 
Any 
reporter 
who 
divulges confidences obtained in 
his professional capacity will 
lose his sources. 
Most of our own confidential 
informants are dedicated public 
servants, who become disturbed 
o v er 
m is m a n a g e m e n t, 
mis spending and corruption in 
their agencies. 
To whom should they report 
the wrongdoing? Many come to 
us because they don’t trust the 
government to investigate itself. 
They 
come 
in 
confidence 
because they fear reprisals from 
superiors who may be implicted 
in the misconduct. 
There 
is 
nothing 
devious 
about 
his 
process. 
It 
is 
precisely what our Founding 
Fathers intended. 
It is the 
reason, 
indeed, 
that 
they 
established 
in 
the 
F irst 
Amendment certain freedoms 
and immunities for the press. 
The reporter’s function is to 
give the people an alternate 
source of information so they 
are not dependent only upon 
official 
pronouncements; 
to 
expose and thus stop a par­ 
ticular bit of public mischief; to 
set in motion the reforms that 
will prevent its recurrence. 
Only tangentially 
is the 
reporter concerned with the 


conviction of the guilty parties, 
which is the task not of the press 
but of the state. 
Good 
lawmen, 
prosecutors 
and judges welcome the help of 
the press in exposing corruption. 
So essential is this function that 
Sen. Lowell Weicker, R.-Conn., 
has said: 
“With minor ex­ 
ceptions, every major scandal in 
public office over the past 20 
years was uncovered by the 
press.” 
Legislators in many states 
have passed“shield laws” to 
supplement the First Amend­ 
ment 
in protecting reportes 
from harassment about their 
sources. 


But some prosecutors and 
judges wear the mantle of 
Richard Nixon, the king of 
coverup. Nixon was haunted by 
dark secrets and, in an attempt 
to hide them committed first the 
blunders and thenthe crimes 
that 
produced 
the 
greatest 
political scandal in American 
history -- Watergate. 
A little of Watergate still 
lingers at all levels of govern­ 
ment. 
In 
California, 
Connecticut, 
Florida, 
Idaho, 
Indiana, 
Massachusetts, 
New 
Hamp­ 
shire, New Jersey, New York 
and Ohio, reporters have been 
subpoenaed -- more than 50 in 
the past four months - and 
placed in varying degrees of 
jeopardy over this m atter of 
confidential sources. 
We will cite three cases at 
random: 
-- In Fresno, Calif., four 
newsmen from the Fresno Bee 
have been sentenced to in­ 
definite jail terms bny Judge 
Denver Peckinpah for refusing 
to disclose where they obtained 
grand jury evidence of local 
corruption. California has a 
shield 
law,which 
supposedly 
prevents judges from ordering 
reporters 
to divulge their 
sources But Judge Peckinpah 
considers himself above that 
law, saying it intrudes on his 
prerogatives. Appeal pending. 
- In Moscow, Idaho, Jay 
SheUedy of the Lewiston Mor­ 
ning Tribun«|has been sentenced 


to 30 days in jail by Judge Roy 
Mosman for refusing to reveal a 
news source. Appeal pending. 
- 
In Los Angeles, Calif., 
reporter William Farr awaits an 
appeals ruling on whether he 
will be returned to jail -- where 
he already has served 46 days - 
for refusing to reveal his sources 
to Judge Charles Older. 
Such 
judges 
are 
not 
necessarily corrupt. Some are 
merely 
incompetent, 
others 
arrogant. 
In their puffed-up 
importance, they demand that 
all considerations must yield to 
the majesty of their courts. 
In their narrow circle of 
omnipotence, they resent the 
necessary immunities 
that 
make possible the institutions 
that preserve freedom -- im­ 
munities traditionally given the 
family, 
the 
church, 
the 
university, 
the doctors, 
the 
press. 
Other like Chief Justic Warren 
Burger with his talk of “pip­ 
squeak reporters” regard the 
press that has embarrassed the 
Establishment as a menace to 
bfc put in its place. 
So it is that in many places 
the courts, to augment their own 
power, are making war on the 
Constitution.

Far from being a frill, says an 
American 
Automobile 
Assn. 
spokesman, driver education is 
the 
single 
most 
important 
course a high school student can 
take, and the one most im­ 
mediately useful.

College enrollment reached a 
new high of 8.8 million in 1974 
among persons under 35, a 19 
per cent increase over 1970, 
according to a recent report by

Printing Press Money: 
Rebellious Rail, Postal Rank 
and File Heedless of Govern­ 
ment’s Empty Treasury 
WASHINGTON—It was late 
one 
evening not too 
many 
national strike crises ago. I had 
just finished listening to myself 
on the TV tube, content that a 
slightly earlier taping had stood 
up 
under 
the 
crackling 
developments. The phone rang. 
The President of the U.S. was 
calling. Lyndon Johnson got on 
and called me a son of a bitch. 
I stood up, said yes, sir, but 
why especially tonight? Well, 
said he, it was that so-and-so 
labor leader who had crossed 
him, continued the crisis, and 
why hadn‘t I talked him out of 
it? Standing stiffly at attention I 
replied I only cover the news, I 
don’t make it, and that so-and-so 
labor leader had been crossed 
by his own greedy rank and file 
and had actually lost control of 
his followers. 
For a few minutes the late 
President 
listened, 
then 
growled, allowed that it was all 
getting out of hand, said he was 
fond of me anyway and to watch 
out for Republicans. 
Thus it’s been with each 
recent President. Mr. Ford is no 
exception-with one exception, 
that is. Today’s rank and file- 
younger, more literate, more 
militant and far less awed by its 
own 
leaders-increasingly 
is 
developing a European working 
class contempt for the federal 
government. The rank and file 
wants more money-and it wants 
it 
yesterday--despite 
vast 
deficits. Or the government gets 
turned off. Today a threat. Next 
time an actuality. 
There, I believe, has been the 
basic issue in the postal and 
railway crises. 
I’ve talked with many of the 
union chiefs involved. I find 
their memberships are far more 
militant than are. the leaders. 
Not that the latter are shy in 
demand-making But it’s just 
never enough for today’s rank 
and file. 
So the postal workers and 
letter carriers and the rest run 
costly demonstrations to let off 
steam. The leaders know that 
the U.S. Postal Service is broke. 
And that the deficit will rise 100 
per 
cent this year-from $438 
million to $820 million or maybe 
even a billion. No one now can 
really estimate how much the 
new contract will cost. 
Or what it will do to the 
Consumer Price Index (CPI), 
known popularly as the Cost of 
Living (COL). A1 Rees, head of 
the Council on Wage and Price 
Stability, 
tells 
me 
he, 
his 
colleagues and the President 
have been sweating it out, since 
there’s bound to be a 30 per cent 
increase in postage rates. 
For example, the 10-cent first 
class mail stamp is only tem- 


porary. As soon as it’s approved 
by the Postal Rate Commission 
(“probably in October”) the 
new temporary rate will be 13 
cents. And on the next contract 
go round, the temporary 13 cents 
will 
be 
approved 
and 
im­ 
mediately the cost goes to 15 
cen ts-ad 
infinitum, 
ad 
nauseam. 


This will balloon the CPI index 
percentage. Then under hun­ 
dreds of current union contracts 
containing COL clauses, this in 
turn will trigger higher wages 
for 
millions in 
the mass 
production industries-and thus 
higher prices for everybody. 
And everywhere, especially in 
the 
big cities, 
the postal 
workers’ rank and file ham­ 
mered their leaders for illegal 
strikes. “Non-negotiable” was 
the key word. 
Nor has it been different in the 
rail 
crisis. 
C.L. 
Dennis's 
Brotherhood of Railway and 
Airline Clerks (BRAC) was 
offered the same pact which had 
already been accepted by 60 per 
cent 
of 
the 
transport 
and 
commuter industry’s unionized 
employes. William Dempsey, 
chairm an of the National 
Railway Labor Conference (the 
employers group), has said that 
the contracts already signed 
with seven rail unions “will cost 
$2.6 billion annually by the end 
of the three-year pact.” 
There are a lot of bankrupt or 
almost cashless lines among the 
nation’s 
Class 
A 
railroads. 
Where’s 
the money coming 
from? 
This pact calls for a 41 per 
cent increase in wages and 
fringes over three years. Which 
means most of the wages will hit 
this mark at the end of the 
second year. Doesn’t exactly 
sound like Dempsey burned the 
Emancipation 
Proclamation. 
Further, BRAC was offered (it 
was reported) a new dental plan 
to begin next year, and a job 
stabilization 
and 
retraining 
committee for those laid off. 
But the rank and file con­ 
tinued to push Dennis just as the 
postal workers needled their 
coalition of leaders of six postal 
unions covering over 600,000 
members 
(making 
this the 
biggest 
single 
collective 
bargaining in the free world’s ' 
history). 
Thus deficits are piled on 
deficits. The gap can only be 
filled 
with 
paper 
money. 
Printing press money. Soon, the 
rank and file will have enough of 
this 
to bum-literally. Then 
what? 
Well, no one in the White 
House has called me a son of a 
bitch recently. The President 
has 
Labor 
Secretary 
John 
Dunlop 
and special 
labor 
troubleshooter Bill Usery. But 
t h e y ’re 
m e d i a t o r s - - n o t 
magicians.

If Cross stitch lingers in your 
mind as the slightly wobbly X’s 
you stitched on guest towels or 
pillowcases in your childhood, 
you’ll hardly recognize what’s 
happened to it. 
There really isn’t any great 
technique to doing cross stitch 
but it should be done carefully 
and consistently.

My favorite is a small, wooden 
hoop with an adjustable screw.

There are plastic hoops 
available that are safe and 
durable. My only objection to 
them is that they’re heavy and 
my personal preference is for a 


lightweight wooden hoop. The

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By E LS A W ILLIA M S 
If Cross stitch lingers in your 
mind as the slightly wobbly X ’s 
you stitched on guest towels or 
pillowcases in your childhood, 
you’ll hardly recognize what’s 
happened to it.

A lovely way to use cross 
stitch, I think, is as a border or a 
repeat design around a favorite 
motto. 
When I work a cross stitch 
piece I usually have another 
project going and alternate the 
two since I find that working 
cross stitch or count work of any 
kind tends to be tedious 
On needlepoint canvas cross 
stitch can be worked into in­ 
teresting variations. Elongating 
it a little and adding a small 
horizontal third stitch changes it 
into a tied oblong cross stitch 
that

For this, you still make your 
crosses in the same direction,

My only objection to 
them is that they’re heavy and 
my personal preference is for a

Coach George Allen ordered that Thomas not be permitted to 
practice in the Redskins camp at Dickinson College in Carlisle, Pa., 
until he signs, because he became a free agent May 1. 
The Washington Post reported that Thomas, who rarely played in 
his first year with Washington in 1973 and gained only 347 yards in 95 
carries withsix touchdowns last season, earned about $80,000 in 1974. 
Reports of this year’s salary offers'by the Redskins were con­ 
flicting. The Washington Star said Thomas was offered $60,000, with 
the Redskins prepared to go as high as $80,000, while the Post put the 
figure at $84,000. 
Thomas met with Retfekin’s President Edward Bennent Williams in 


Washington on Friday and said another meeting is scheduled with 
the Redskins this week, but it could not be confirmed. 
Fleming, formerly signed to Miami but traded last month, is also 
holding out. 
Meanwhile, holdout quarterback Joe Namath showed up at the 
New York Jets’ camp Sunday to pick up a playbook, but the 
superstar free agent gave no firm word as to when he might b e of­ 
ficially reporting.

The Washington Post reported that Thomas, who rarely played in 
his first year with Washington in 1973 and gained only 347 yards in 95 
carries withsix touchdowns last season, earned about $80,000 in 1974.
